‘Story of Margaret Heggie. 

Foremost to touch the heart is’ the 
story of Margaret Heggie. It is a tale of 
the depths to which misery in the wilderness 
of the city can descend, all unknown to the 
thousands who sit tn comfort. It is the 
story of hundreds of Margaret Heggies. This 
one comes to light merely because this Mar- 
garet Heggie had burned her last lump of 
coal and given her last crust to her baby 
boy when succor arrived. 
Margaret Heggie and her husband William 
—the husband doesn’t count much in the 
story of wretchedness—live with their four 
boys at 636 West Forty-second street. A 
shambling flight of high steps leads to the 
three squalid rooms which this family has 
called home fora andahalf. When the 
stockyards police entered the place yesterday 
morning at the solicitation of neighbors they 
found the stove cold and not so much as 4 
crumb in the larder. 


Oldest Son Laid Up by Injury. 
On a pallet of ragged blankets lay the old- 
est son, George, 22 years of age. Three 
months he had lain there, suffering from the 
wound of a rusty nail in his foot. There was 
no money for a dactor’s attendance. Cower- 
ing against the cold stove at sight of the 
uniformed police was the mother, ragged, un- 
kempt of hair, and grimy of face. 
*“Y’ ain’t. goin’ to take my children from 
me, be ye?”’ whimpered the wretched creature 
again and again. “ Don’t take my children— 
ye kin do anything else, but don’t take my 
babies.’’ 
Three ragged, grimy boys under 10 years of 
age sat on the floor playing with a little black 
and tan dog,’which had taken refuge in the 
hovel from the life of the wintry street. The 
furniture, as much as the five unhappy hu- 
man beings, attested the depth of misery 
that here obtained. Three lame chairs leaned 
against the wall, while a broken table up- 
held on unsteady legs a burden of unwashed 
pots, and plates, and cans. There was a 
cheap clock that did not go and above it a 
picture awry upon the wall. 7 

Husband Out of Work. 

And the husband? Margaret Heggie said 
she did not know where he was—probably off 
drinking. He had gone away in the morning 
and she didn’t expect him home. She said 
he was a teamster, but had been out of work 
some time, 
The family came from Quebec a year and 
ahalfago. They. had been poor enough there 
and migrated in hope of bettering their con- 
dition. Now they look back to the old life as 
luxury.

DREAD BUSY HOLDUP MEN. 


Twenty-four Hours More of Anxiety 
Ahead of These “ Unfortunates.”’ 


Christmas, yesterday, and today, hundreds 
of business and shopkeepers found 
themselves last night In the “ unfortunate ”’ 
position of having too much money. Some 
sat up with it. 

Big sales Thursday night and the after 


Christmas bargain sales yesterday had 


swelled their cash receipts to bulging pro- 
portions, and many of them, with no place of 
deposit open, were obliged to guard an un- 
usual sum in their places of business or at 
their homes. - 

One merchant, who was protesting against 
the closing of the banks all day yesterday, 
said he had $4,000 in his possession. 


Sees Holdup Men Everywhere. 

“I can’t help being afraid of robbers in 
these days of crime,’’ he said. “ I'll have to 
sit up and watch this money. There are a 
great many other dealers in the same fix. I'll 
bet there is at least $1,000,000 In the hands of 
merchants throughout the city. 

“These dealers would not have kept such 
amounts in their possession an hour if they 
could have deposited them in the banks. I 


Can see all sorts of holdup men and robbers 


trying to get at my $4,000, and the strain of 
having this money in charge for three nights 


is enough to take all the merrinegs out of 
Christmas. 


“ Naturally, I don’t care to have my name 


or place; of business ‘made known. J don’t 
care to advertise the fact that I sha!) have 


to guard $4,000 still another night.” 
Some merchants, where it was possible to 


make arrangements with outlying banks, 
took tho precaution to ask that the privilege 
of depositing sometime during the day be

Some Get Rid of Money. 
“We allowed several merchants the priv- 


llege of depositing at night,” said V. E. 
Nichols, cashier of the First Nationa! bank 
of Englewood. “The savings department 
was open and we allowed the dealers to Lring 
their money there for deposit.” 


Thursday night the bank officials set the

If the 
plagiarist would plagiarize the best style as 
well as the poorest thought of the genius he 
woule really be more éxcusable. But that 
Doyle does not plagtarize only Poe‘’s poorest 
thought, the manner in which he makes 
Sherlock Holmes sobve the cipher in ‘ The 
Adventures of the Dancing Men’ is ample 


evidence.

ALL ALLOWED TO EAT MEAT 
ON FRIDAY OF NEW YEAR’S. 
cese Benefit by Special Dispensation 
Promulgated by Pope Pius X. , 


Roman Catholics, on New Year’s day ason 
Christmas, will be relieved of the obligation 
to observe the usual Friday abstinence from 
the use of meat. The dispensation, promul- 
gated by Pope Piux X., has been made ef- 
fective in the Chicago archdiocese by order 
of Archbishop Quigley, dnd will be announced 
today in the Roman Catholic churches. 

Although the privilege of eating meats on 
Christmas when the festival falls dn Friday 
has been a matter of course in the church 
for many years, the dispensation covering 
New Year’s day is an innovation. So far as 
Chicago Roman Catholics can remember 
none ever has been promulgated before. 

Only within comparatively few years has 
New Year's been observed in the Roman 
Catholic church as a holy day, in thestricter 
sense of the word. Some ten years agoit was 


ligation, when the faithful are expected 
to attend mass and to refrain from toil as on 
a Sunday. The present dispensation is looked 
upon as another step in the elevation of the 
day in the church calendar. 

Whether the dispensation is directed to the 


entire world, or is limited to the North Ameri- 


can countries, where much of the rigor of the 
Lenten fasts have been eliminated, is not 
apparent from the letter issued to the clergy 
by the Rev. Francis J. Barry, chancellor of 
the archdiocese. It is as follows: 

Reverend and Dear Sir: By special dispensation 
from the holy see the most reverend archbishop 
promulgates the dispensation allowing the faith- 
ful to eat meat on next Friday, New Year's day. 
You wilt kindly announce this to your people. 

“The dispensation is another evidence of 
the liberal views of Pius X., and of his appre- 
clation of the conditions in the United States, 
where New Year’s day is one of the national 
holidays, as well as a church holy day,”’ was 
the statement of a prominent layman.

MADE HOMBLESS BY FIRE, 


FIFTY PERSONS DRIVEN OUT BY 
INCENDIARY BLAZE. 


Man Nearly Loses ‘Life in Flames at 


4828 Wentworth Avenue, Staying to 
Find Money Hidden Under Carpet— 
All Occupants Peddlers—Factory at 
259 West Twenty-first Street Is De- 
stroyed, with Loss of $40,000 — Ex- 
Plosion in a House. | 


Fifty persons were made homeless and one 
nearly lost his life last night in a fire, sup- 
posed to be of incendiary origin, which de- 
stroyed a building at 4828 Wentworth avenue. 

The building was erected thirty years ago 
and long has been occupied by Italian ped- 
diers, who stored their wagons on the first 
floor and had rooms in the remaining two 
stories. Certain residents of the neighbor- 
hood are declared to have expressed their 
enmity toward the Italians, and the police 
are investigating the case. 

_When the fire was discovered, on the first 
floor, late at night all but one of the men 
fied from the building. His friends quickly 
missed him, the police were compelled 
to restrain the man’s brother from rushing 
through the flames to attempt a rescue. 


Overcome at a Window. 


When the fireman had given the missing 
one up as dead a face suddenly appeared at 
a second story window. Then the man fell 
unconscious, overcome by smoke. 

“ That's Gus—Gus Mago!” cried his friends. 

The firemen placed a ladder against the 
building and carired Mazio to safety. When 
he was revived he explained that he had 
been searching for money hidden beneath the 
carpet near his bed. He was successful. 

The building was owned by Mrs. Henry 
Brinkman, Fifty-third street and Princeton 
avenue. The loss was $2,000. 


* Factory Loss of $40,000. 


Frozen fire plugs, hardened snow, and a 
biting gale beset firemen in fighting flames 
at night which destroyed the three etory 
factory building at 259 West Twenty-first 
street. Coated in ice and numb from the 
cold, the firemen extinguished the blaze rafter 
an hour's work. The loss was estimated at

Explosion in Gas Stove. 


Fire caused by an explosion of a gas stove 
in the residence of F. W. Schmidt, 5508 Cor- 
nell avenue, did $1,000 damage to the house 
and caused occupants of nearby flat buildings 
to gather up their household goods and take 
refuge with neighbors. No one was in the 
house when the fire started, and Arthur 
Schmidt, son of the owner, discovered the 
blaze upon his return in the evening. 


Driven Out by Flames. 

Occupants of several flats at 685 Forty- 
third street were driven into the cold late at 
night by fire in the store of J. J. Watson, 
below. their apartments. An overheated 
stovepipe had ignited a partition. The loss 
was $500. 

Woman Burned While Cooking. 

The clothing of Mrs. Charlotte Rubin be- 
came ignited while she was preparing supper 
in her residence at 196 Mozart street, and 
burns resulting are expected to cause her 
death. - Mrs. Rubin’s cries brought neighbors 
who wrapped her in a Dlanket and extin- 
guished the blaze. She was taken to the 
Norwegian Tabitha hospital.

Former Judge Collins Claims.

Yates was scored this afternoon by former 
Judge Lorin C. Collings in an argument in the 
Partello case. After the judge had concluded 
the case was submitted to Judge Robert B. 


| Shirley of the Sangamon Circuit court, who 


will give a decision within a few days. 

“If Gov. Yates, James Neville, and Col. 
Oglesby were on trial for perjury they would 
be convicted on the evidence of five wit- 
nesses for the petitioner before any; fair 
minded jury to whom their case was sub- 
mitted,” declared Mr. Collins. “ If this beso 
in @ criminal trial, why has not the petitioner 
in a civil suit made out his case? 

“ The evidence of the governor, if it was to 
be believed, was so conflicting that perjury 
must have been committed by some of the 
witnesses. So far as the petitioner is con- 
cerned, we should welcome and Invite ex- , 
amination into the case by the grand jury, 
and could furnish the names of witnesses 
from whom the truth could be elicited who 
would not testify for us.” , 


Testimony in Rebuttal. 


Before arguments were commenced Gov. 
Yates, Col, Oglesby, Fred H. Rowe, and 
Elmer Hill, the last named a clerk in the 
secretary of state's office, testified in rebut- 
tal. The evidence tended to discredit the 
testimony of Walter Robbins, formerly one 
of the governor’s secretaries. 

Oglesby declared he took the Partello bill 
to the secretary's office, and at no time was 
it given to any one else. 

Robbins testified that he got the bill from 
the secretary's office for the governor to 
veto, 

Oglesby also testified that Robbins was 
discharged by the governor and was wun- 
friendly to the executive. 

Gov. Yates denied that Robbins suggested 
to him that some person might erase the 
word ‘‘ not,” and that he wrote on the bill 
in return “ without approval” after the bill 
was filed. 

-Elmer Hill, who accepted the bill fn the 
secretary's office and receipted for it, testi- 
fied that Robbins did not get the bill from 
him and to his knowledge it was never taken 
from the secretary's office after it was filed. 
Fred Rowe was the governor’s private sec- 
retary during the session of the legislature 
which passed the bill, and testified he saw 
the governor take out the bill from a basket 
containing numerous other bills and saw the 
governor veto the measure. 


Testimony of Chicago Men. 
In opening the argument former Judge 
Collins said that as to the preponderance of 
evidence five men who had testified for the 
petitioner were persons with reputations for 
telling the truth. These withesses were

I was afraid if I was 
not elected it might be difficult to find good 
men outside of the democratic party to rep- 
resent the United States abroad, but I have 
found so many good Americans, and repub- 
licans, too, who honor their country in diplo- 
_matic and consular positions that, I will go 
back relieved of one of my fears. I desire 
to acknowledge my gratitude to the repre- 
sentatives of my country everywhere.” 

On his return to the United States it is 
said that Mr. Bryan will advocate a bill at 
Washington providing that the United States 
government build houses for its ambassa- 
dors and ministers.

Michigan Man Is Latest Applicant for 
Fame in Aerial Navigation—Con- 
Hie trivance Is Cigar Shaped.

Japan's position now is clearly defined, 
and it is tolerably obvious that nothing save 
the withdrawal of some of the principal 
Russian pretensions can avert a coni..ct. 
Those who believe in the-sincerity of the 
Russian policy regard war as inevitable. 
Others; who are convinced that Russia is 
playing a dangerous game of bluff, expect 
to see her yield at the last moment. One 
opinion, in the absence of all real informa- 
tion, is as good as the other. : 


Russia Counts on Germany. 

It is just beginning to be realized in Europe 
that Russia counts much upon the so-called 
benevolent neutrality of Germany, the lat- 
ter country having given free expression to 
its pro-Russian sympathy in the last few 
days. It is true, doubtless, that Russia 
would get substantial assistance from’ Ger- 
many in case of a confiict—more, in fact, 


France. 
The same sort of assistance, and in the 
same measure, would be availabie for Japas 


Germany's aid of Russia, moreover, will 
‘have an important effect in alenating 
France's sympathy, which already ia show- 
ing a tendency to turn toward the British 
opinion. 

In the present situation each week makes 
it clearer that France would come to the 
aid of Russia in the far east in case of neces- 
sity. only with the greatest reluctance, and 
nothing could be more repugnant to Fretica 
sentiment at this moment than to find itself : 
arrayed in the same camp with Germany and 
against Great Britain. This development is: 
by no means impossible if war once begins, 
and the possibility. is regarded in Paris with 
@énulne abhorrence. 


Problems in Two Navies. 


A lively discussion is progressing in the 
European press relative to the naval chances 


of Russia and Japan at the outset of the ex- 


pected hostilities. The corruption resulting 
in the ill equipment of the Russian navy js’ 
so notorious that the opinion seems to favor 
the Japanese chances in case of decisive en- 
gagements. 

The Spectator says: “ For the conduct of 
an Asiatic power in naval war there are few 
precedents. The idea which lies at the basis 
of European speculation that the Asiatics 
grow timid on the water is contradicted by 
many facts in history and by many of the 
Chinese-Japanese vessels in the late war, but 
of their capacity to manage the huge yet deli- 
cate machipes which we describe as figbting 
ships, the evidence is imperfect. So is the 
evidence as to the Russian management of 
time, and so above all is 

e evidence of the vompurative 
of the rival squadrons.”’ 


Amazing Work of Storm. -

BASEBALL PEACE DAWNS. 


Lou Dillon and Dick Welles Pre- 
eminent in Remarkable 
Turf Performances. 


‘The year 1908 was a notable one in the 
world of sport, and will not be forgotten in 
the annals of several sets branches 
for many years tocome. It withessed a won- 
derful series of record breaking feats, both 
on the running and the trotting tracks, Dick 
Welles and Lou Dillon being the greatest 
performers in the matter of shattering time. 
The dawn of peace in the baseball war came 
early in the year, and before its end a new 
national agreement to take the place of the 
famous Indianapolis agreement of 1891 had 
been born. The year also witnessed another 


signer over the British. 

The sporting field in general felt the pros- 
perity which existed in the business world, 
and nearly every branch which depends upon 
the public’s patronage for its support fared 
well. The fighting game suffered a partial 


its revival came after a brief respite, which 
served to improve the sport and to insure 
its being run closer. to legitimate lines in 


future. | 
Great Benefit to Baseball. 

The end of the baseball war between the 
American and National leagues was produc- 
tive of great good to baseball. The two big 
leagues eperated under a provisional peace 
treaty during the greater part of the playing 
season and a truce was in force between the 
major and minor leagues. Before the playing 
season was over a new national agreement 
was drafted and adopted, insuring a return to 
organized baseball throughout the entire 
country with the exception of the California 
league, which still retained its independence. 
A feature of the year belMeved to be abso- 
lutely unique was the spectacie of two Chi- 
cago clubs occupying the a positions in 
the American and National! leagues for a con- 
siderable part of the month of May, it being 
the first time one city has sheltered two lead- 
ing clubs in major leagues. 


World’s Championship Series. 

A feature of more general interest was 
the series -of games between rival clubs of 
the big leagues before and after the regular 
season... It had been years since there had 
been a world’s championship series, and the 
contest between Pittsburg and Boston, the 
respective pennant winners of the National 
and American leagues, was watched with 
great interest everywhere the game is played. 
In that, as well as in every other series 
played, the American league came off vic- 
turious. In Chicago the series resulted ina 
tie and the National league team declined 


left handed victory. 

Of the few games played in the spring be- 
tween the leagues the American league won 
seven and lost six. In the fall series the 
Americans won twenty-nine games to twen- 
tv for their older opponents. This gave the 
American league a margin of ten victories 
for the year and demonstrated a fact long 
contended by adherents of the Johnson or- 
ganization, but denied by their opponents. 


Death of Two Stars. 


“A sad feature of the year’s history on the 
diamond was the death of two prominent 
figures while still in the prime life ap- 
parently. These were “ Win” Mercer, who 
was to have managed the-Detroit club, but 
who committed suicide in San Francisco 
while there with the All-American team, and 
Ed Delehanty, the famous batsman, who 
deserted the Washington club and, it was 
afterwards learned, fell through the draw- 
bridge over the’ Niagara river.

“SANDY” STAYS “KLONDIKE” IN 
THE SIXTH ROUND. 


Eastern Boxer, Who Is in Poor Shape, 


tage in Early Rounds, but Knocks 
Local Colored Man Down Five Times 


Seconds Then Decide to Throw Up 
the Sponge.

Sandy” Ferguson, the lengthy Boston 
heavyweight and aspirant for championship 
honons, made his initial appearance in a local 
ring in the windup at the Chicago Athletic 
association's boxing show last night and 
trimmed ‘* Kbondike,”” the heavy- 
weight, inside of six rounds. * Sandy ”’ ar- 
rived in town from Bostom early yesterday 
morning, feeling mone too well after his long 
journey, but confident he would win.with a 
knockout within three rounds. 

“TIT am in bad shape” he said yesterday 
afternoon, ‘‘ and will have: to beat that fellow 
inahurry. They tell me Jack Johnson made 
him jump out of the ring at Memphis, but he 
will not be able to do any jumping after I 
get through with him.” 

“Sandy "” was right, as it was as much as 
Klondike could do to drag one foot after 


‘the other when, in the early part of the 


sixth round, the colored man’s seconds 
tossed in a towel in token of defeat. The 
match drew the largest crowd of the sea- 
son, but the fighters did not awaken interest 
until the fifth session, im which the easterner 
clinched the long end of the purse by upset- 
ting his opponent five times for counts of 
from seven to6 nine F | 
Fights Below Expected Speed. 

“Sandy ” fought away below the expected 
notch in the early sessions, and so did ‘‘ Klon- 
dike,” for that matter, still the crowd did not 
look for much from the colored man. It was 
Ferguson they wanted to see cut loose, but 
as he did not show the slightest indications 
of championship quality in the first four 
rounds he was voted a frost. His wonderful 
and accurate left jab, his principal stock in 
trade, was woeftlly shy of execution in 
these sessions, while his right was thrown 
out like a circus ringmaster cracking a whip. 
With all this might hand awkwardness his 
blows appeared to’carry quite a bit of steam. 
This was noticeable when he did crack it in 
right on “ Kiondike’s "’ short ribs, as it dou- 
bled the colored fellow up like a jackknife. 
His blocking of both body and face blows was 
better than is generally.seen in a young 
“ big un,”’ and had he been in prime condition 
he would have parried more of thgclips which 
the local man scored on his head and body. 

_ Klondike in a Bad Way.. 


In summing up the first four rounds # 
might truthfully be said the fight was sloven- 
ly, with Sandy, ifanything, having the better 
of it. In the fifth round; the one which put 
‘* Klondike ” to the bad, Ferguson electrified 
the crowd by straight jabbing his opponent 
so hard it seemed his head would fly out 
among the spectators. 

These straight shots soon put “ Klondike ” 
on “ queer street,”’ and “ Sandy,” seeing the 
condition of his man, put om an extra head 
of steam and: with a fusillade of left jabs, 
with one right, sent the colored man down 
for the count of nine. He arose, apparently 
all in, but he etuck to his knitting long 
enough to receive a few more hard wallops, 
which again toppled him over for the long 
count. “ Sandy.” at this time looked like a 
winner by the knockout route, and although 
he hammered “ Klondike” to the floor five 
times in all during the round, he could not 
keep him down for the count.of ten. 


. Towel Thrown in Ring. 

“Kion” answered the.call of time for the 
sixth session like a drunken. sailor, while 
“ Pergy,” with a.knockout victory in sight, 
was overly chipper. A.few well timed left 
jabs sent the colored man reeling across the 
ring, and, as he had received enough beating 
for one night, and with no possible chance to 
win, his seconds humanely tossed up the 
towel. “ Kiondike”’ begged to be permitted 
to continue, as he wanted. to stay the limit, 
but was ied to his corner by the referee. 

“ Sandy "’ was, of course, elated because he 
won before the expiration of the sixth round, 
but in the opinien of students of the game 
he will have to show riuch better before he 
can link his name with that of Jeffries.

NEWAL OF HOSTILITIES. 


{if Another Fight mes It Will Be 
Over Treacherous Deeds of Brush 
and Freeman ~—American League 
Will Ask Hart and Fieischmana to 
Stand by Their Promise to Vote 

- Against Rule if Year’s Trial Proved 
Unsatisfactory te Johnson Body. 


{BY SyY.] 

In these days of “‘ peace on earth,” etc., 
“one would expect the baseball magnate to 
forget his differences with rivals and talk 
of the peace which is supposed to exist be- 
tween the major leagues, instead of looking 
for trouble over microscopjc matters. That 
is about what the fou! strike rule amounts 
to, yet it has unfortunately assumed an im- 
portance that does not belong to it, and some 
of the talk indulged in would indicate it had 
all the dangerous elements of war in it. 

The National and American leagues will 
never go to war over the foul strike rule. 
The American league has the best interests 
of the game too much at heart to renew ...¢ 
evils of the last two years, unless absolutely 
forced to, and will not jeopardize its popu- 
larity with the public for any little questiun 
of playing rules. The American league can 
afford to swallow the foul strike if the two 
members of the National league committee, 
Hart and Max Fieischmann, who promised 
to vote against the foul strike this year if the 
American league asked it, can afford to 
stand before the public as men whose prom- 
ises are worthiess. Their cue was to resign 
from the rules committee if the National 
league objected to their living up to their 
pledges. | 


If the American league did not possess an 
almost unlimited amount of patience and a 
strong regard for the public, it would have 
renewed the war long before this. It had 
every provocation when Brush and Freed- 
man flagrantly violated the letter, spirit, and 
everything else pertaining to the peace 
treaty by playing George Davis last summer. 
That, by the way. was done with the con- 
sent of the president and a majority of the 
league members. But the Johneon league 
was absolutely sure of its ground, knew it 
was in the right, and held its peace until the 
National league, regaining its sensea, 
squeiched President Pulliam. - Even then it 
was left to the American league to make 
Brush live up to the agreement by action 
through the courts. The old league itself 
aid not or could not do so. The persistent 
attempt of Freedman to destroy the Amer- 
ican league plant in New York was another 
cause for war, but the American league. in- 
stead of demanding its rights under the 
treaty, fought its own battles and won them. 


Tf the American league would submit to 
ttiese flagrant acts rather than outragathe 
public with another war, there is little chance 
of fighting over the foul strike. But there 
is ho certainty the American league will be 
forced to swallow the objectionable rule in 
Spite of the trick by which ft has been ap- 
parently forced into a corner. The younger 
organization intends to take the ground that 
the existence of the foul strike rule in the 
eode of today is iliegal and that it was put 
there in violation of the peace treaty. That 
treaty provided. as does the national agree- 
ment now. that a committee of three from 
the American and National leagues was t 
form a joint committee to produce a unifo 
code of rules. It will be remembered when 
the joint meeting was held in this city the 
National leaguers voted in favor of the foul 
strike and the three American leaguers 
agaitiet it. Hart, however. had’conceived the 
idea of ringing in the minor leagues and 
three repregentatives had been admitted to 
the session. They voted with the National 
league and so it was claimed the foul strike 
became a law. 

As soon as President Johnson learned of 
the action, he went to the meeting and de- 
manded the rights of his league under the 
treaty, and that the minors be excluded from 
voting illegally on the rules. He was met 
by Hart with the plausible argument that 
the American league had never tried the fou] 
strike rule, knew ‘nothing about it except 
by hearsay, that it was really a mighty good 
thing for the game, and he strongly advised 
trying it, concluding with a promise to vote 
for the repeai of the rule if the American 
league did not like i® at the end of a year’s 
trial. Max Fleischmann, another member 
of the National’s committee, made the same 
promise. Admitting there might be good 
in the rule, and relying'on these promises, 
President Johnson waived the American 
league’s rights for the time and agreed to 
give the foul strike atrial. The promise was 
sealed by a handshake and a demand for 
a waiter, which among honest sportsmen is 
considered more binding than a bond. Then 
in a spirit of sportsmanship the Americans 
agreed to call the vote unanimous. 


What those promises were worth the pub- 
lic now knows. The National league wouid 
have gone so far as to remove Hart and 
Fleischmann from the committee rather 
than let them be fulfilled, but they preferred 
to stay. Now the American league pro- 
poses to bring up the illegality of that trans- 
action, to have the work of last year’s com- 
mittees thrown out, because it violated the 
letter and spirit of the treaty. That will put 
the matter; back where it was before the 
cOmmittees'met at ail, and the situation wil! 
be a deadlock, with the foul strike in force 
in the National and no foul strike in the 
American. The matter will have to be re- 
adjusted on the lines of the national agree- 
ment, unless some other way can be found 
with the consent of both big leagues. 

if the National league refuses to recog- 
nize the fliegality of its former action, ft 
will take the position that a technical viola- 
tion of the peace treaty on its own part is 
permissable, but that the American league 
must never violate it for a minute under 
penalty of war. That would be a typical 
position for the old league to take, and it {s 
probably what will happen when the matter 
is thrashed out. But if the Brush league is 
not willing to observe the agreement itself 
and also refuses to permit the American 
league to go back to the foul strike rule by 
itself without claiming an abrogation of the 
agreement, then it will be up to the Amer- 
leans to demand that Brush end Freedmen 
be forever compelled to cease absolutely 
their machinations in direct Opposition to 
the agreement, and perhaps be punished for 
past deeds of darkness and treachery.

the American league, on the other hand, 
desires to rescind the foul strike rule on the 
ground that it is a bad thing for the game 
end will surely estrange the public if re-. 
tained. This will not be becatise of any dis- 
ke of the rule itself. The public can easily 
be educated to like anything except “dead ” 
Sames, with only an occasional bit of ac- 
tion, & minimum of batting and base run 
ning. The public does not realize that the 
foul strike produces there. When Only the 
piteber, catcher, and batsman are included 
in the sphere of activity there is surely a 
minimum of action. The rest of the fielders 
are set in one position, waiting for some- 
thing to happen. So are the fans. Not until 
there are runners on bases does the real ac- 
tion, the real teriseness of interest, begin. 
Then. the basemen have something to do. 
and the possibilities of the situation increase 
tenfold, keeping the fan on the joyous or 
anxious seat, according to which team has 
a chance to score runs. 

It has been said that it cannot be demon- 
strated by figures that the foul strike rule 
has decreased the batting. the base run- 
ning, or any other interesting feature of the 
game. It will be remembered the American 
league played without the foul strike in 1902 
and with ‘it this year. Here are a few fig- 
ures ‘taken from the official records ofe. the 
American league and vouched for as correct 
by Secretary McRoy:

DETROIT CLUB OBJECTS TO LITTLE 
SHAMROCK AND HOOSIER. 


Country Organization of the Michigan 
Town) Notifies the Colambia That 
the Two Boats Will Not Be Allowed 
to Enter Races for the Competitive 
Cup, as They ‘Do Not Comply with 
the Rules of the Twenty-one Foot 
Cabin Class.

Wisconsin fight fans look to Milwaukee 
for their sport, while the “ Hoostera”’ de- 
pend on Indianapolis and the gas belt dis- 
trict to remind them that pugilism is not en- 
tirely down and out. ansas City, since the 
authorities stopped boxing in St. Louis, oc- 
cupies the center of the pugilistic stage in 
the state’ of Missouri. Nebraska is one of 
the doubtful states, as was demonstrated 
recently when the Omaha police stopped 
Philadelphia Tommy’ Ryan and Billy 
Rhodes for faking. Between Nebraska and 
San Francigco we have Colorado, Utah, 
Mortana, and Washington, in which states 
the pugs mana to eke out enough money, 
at times, to keep them from starving. 

The most important battle of the year 
was that between Jeffries and Corbett for 
the heavyweight championship, and proved 
Jeff the best man in the world in his class. 
The ex-bollermaker has been the top saw- 
yer of the big fighting guns since June 9, 
1899, when he defeated Bob Fitzsimmons at 
Coney Island in the eleventh round. Since 
then he beat Tom Sharkey, Gus Ruhlin, Jim 
Corbett twice, and Bob Fitzsimmons. Fitz, 
through his victory over George Gard- 
ner, will be saluted on New Year's day as 
the light heavyweight champion of the 
world. Fitz, in his battle with George Gard- 
ner, demonstrated he is the fistic marvel of 
the age, and the only man in ring history 
that won three championship titles, middle, 
light heavy and heavyweight. 


Gardner won the light heavyweight title 
by defeating Jack Root at Salt Lake City 
on Aug. 18, 1902, defended it against Marvin 
Hart and Jack Root, only to lose it to old 
man Fitzsimmons. Tommy Ryan, although 
crowded by- Jack O’Brien, remains at 
the head of the middleweights. In the 
welterweight division we still see Joe 
Walcot perched on the top rung of the 
ladder. The white welterweights do not 
consider Joe in the running because of 
his color, but the general impression fs that 
they consider him too tough a proposition to 
tackle. The next class, the lightweight, is 
presided over by Joe Gans, despite the fact 
he lost a decision to Sam Langford, who in 
turn was easily beaten by Jack Blackburn, 
who also gave Gans a stiff argument. Gans, 
however, does not come under the head of 
legitimate lightweights, as he cannot train 
down to within several pounds of the re- 
quired limit, 133 pounds» Among those that 
are clamoring for Joe’s title are Jimmy Britt 
and “ Buddy "Ryan, both simon pure light- 
weights. Britt, during the year, beat Willie 
Fitzgerald, Charlie Sieger, and Martin 
Canole, and fought a draw with Jack 
O’Keefe. The latter, while. an aspirant for 
championship honors, would much rather 
battle at 135 pounds, weigh in some time 
during the afternoon on the day of the con- 
test, so, like Gans, is drifting toward the 
welterweight haven. 


Among the horde of featherweights, both 
heavy and light, or heavy and legitimate, 
Corbett still rules the roost, although being 
strongty jostled by Eddie Hanlon, whom he 
is scheduled to fight on Tuesday night. The 
pair engaged in a twenty round argument 
early in the year and the best the champion 
could get was a draw,’ but he took a firmer 
hold on the-title by again defeating Terry 
McGovern. 

Unfortunately for the legitimate feather- 
weights, such at Abe Attell and Harry 
Forbes, Corbett, Hanlon, Benny Yanger, Mc- 
Govern, and several other good ones cannot 
fight at the required featherweight limit, so 
a new class, like the light heavyweight, wil! 
have to be instituted. The weights as ar- 
ranged by the topnotchers at present do 
not give the simon pure feathers a lock in. 
The close of the year will find Benny Yanger’s 
name among the defeated, his victor being 
Hanlon. Benny went a long time without 
meeting his master, and while it was no dis- 
grace to be beaten by so tough a youngster 
as Eddie, the local boy took his defeat much 
to heart. He is far from being a “ has been,”’ 
however, which he demonstrated by trimming 
Hughey Murphy in less three rounds. 


The question as to whether “ Young ” Cor- 
bett or Eddie Hanlon will celebrate New 
Year’s day as champion featherweight of 
the world will be decided at San Francisco, 
under the auspices of the Hayes Valley club, 
Tuesday night. The contest will be the last 
of importance of the year and is increasing 
in interest as the day of the encounter draws 
neaf. Corbett, the present boss of the high- 
weight featherweight division, won his spurs 
by defeating the once “ Terrible "’ Terry Mc- 
Govern at Hartford on Nov. 28, 1901, in less 
than two rounds. This was considered a 
scratch victory, but last summer Corbett 
convinced the McGovernites and Terry’s ad- 
mirers he was the better fighter by again. 
putting it over Terry at San Francisco. He 
also attempted to put Hanlon, his present 
opponent, on his list, but a draw was the 
best he could get. 


The weight conditions of the coming con- 
test, 180 pounds, weigh in on the evening of 
the battle, is far removed from the legiti- 
mate weight in that division, nevertheless 
the winner will be acknowledged champion. 
In this, as in all his recent battles, Corbett 
seems to have difficulty in making the 
weight. high though it is, and the latest 
from his training camp still has him five 
pounds overweight, while Eddie is within 
scali distance of the required notch, but 
des this the champion holds the post of 
honor in the betting.

LONDON COOL TO PROMOTERS. 


Reason for Growing Frigidity Toward 
Wenders of “Good Things” Is Shown 
_' by Board of Trade Report.

‘LONDON, Dec. 26.—American promoters 
who have been coming to eee to sell 
“good things”’ during the last year or 80 
confess they have found English investors 
entirely different from what they used to be 
in former years.

The reason for this might be best 
expressed in figures. The report of the board 
of trade shows that during the year 1902 no 
less than 1,629 companies became insolvent, 
involving a total loss to the venders, public 
subscribers, and creditors of $321,362,270, and 
for the last ten years the sum so lost is ap- 
palling, reaching $1,722,768,495.

UNFAIRLY COLD WEATHER. 

~ Chicago has had below zero weather twice 
this mouth. It was unlooked for and is not 
equitable. The city has not received this 
year the amount of heat to which it is fairly 
entitied and complains of it with justice, 
thongh in vain. The summerwas not so hot 
ae usual and was all the more agreeable to 
the dwellers in the cities for that reason, 
although it worried greatly the men who 
raise corn. To even things up a cool sum- 
‘mer should be followed by a mild winter. 
That is a fair, comfortable distribution of 
‘the total volume of heat which should be 
received during the year. : 

The rule of just distribution is not to be 
Observed. The first spell of zero weather 
this month was the severesf recorded for so 
early a date since 1876. On its heels comes 
another period of low thermometer, and it 
may well be that other spells of extremely 

cold weather will follow, bringing with 
them an amount of suffering which defies 
computation and entailing an expense which 
cannot easily be figured out. The people 
who are out on the streets are not the only 
ones to feel the biting cold. It is felt by 
those inside who huddle around scanty 
kitchen fires or radiators which give out 

- {mperceptible heat. In the homes of the 
*poorest poor, where usually the great prob- 
lem‘is that of food, warmth becomes sud- 
denly the “ paramount issue.” 

The struggle to. keep warm too often 
means confiagrations. The work of the 
firemen becomes incessant and is most 
severe. When one sees him coated with ice 
working away at a fire when the mercury 

_is below zero and the west wind is blowing

from over hundreds of miles of snow clad 
prairie one has a complete understanding of 
what the Chicago fire fighter has to undergo, | 
and is led to wonder that many of them are 
able to stand the life as long as they do. 
If the city of Chicago had in its treasury 
the money of which mid-winter fires have 
deprived its citizens since 1871 it would be 
able to pay off its debts of all kinds and 
have.a comfortable surplus with whieh to 
enlarge the fire department and attend to 
many other urgent matters. 

It is promised, though not on the best of 
authority, that within 100 years the millen- 
nium will begin. It is tobe hoped that when 
it does come it will bring with it equable 
temperature—comfortably warm summers, 
good for the crops, and amiable winters, in 
which it will be possible to keep warm with 
mutch less coal than is needed now, 


THE GREAT DEAD OF 1903. 

The retrospect of every year shows a 
mournful. list of the eminent dead, but the 
necrology of 1903 in nearly every depart- 
ment of the world’s work is exceptional, 
All have suffered heavily, music, the arts, 
and literature perhaps the most. 

The world of politics and statesmanship 
has lost Séfior Sagasta, one of the ablest 
and. most eloquent of the Spanish premiers, 
whose services to his country virtually end- 
ed with the accession of the present king, 
Alfonso XIII.; Abram S. Hewitt and An- 
drew H. Green, who, in one sense, might 
be termed the premiers of New York City; 
Henry L. Dawes,. the veteran Massachu- 
setts senator; and Lord Sdlisbury, the Brit- 
ish premier, successor to Gladstone. . Roy- 
alty hes ‘suffered little loss. By the cruel 
tragedy in Servia its king and queen, Alex- 
ander and Draga, were killed, and with 
them the premier, the minister of the in- 
terior, and an ex-minister of war, but there 


have been no other deaths in high royal. 


circles. | 

The military world has lost Gen. William 
Farrar Smith, familiarly known, as 
“ Baldy,” and Maj. Gen. Alexander Mc- 
Dowell McCook, the last.of that gallant 
family known as “ the fighting McCooks.”

. THE NEGRO PROBLEM. 

. Carl Schurz says in an article in the Jan- 
uary McClure’s that one of two coursés had 
to be pursued after the civil war was at an 
end to protect the freedmen in the enjoyment 
of their rights. One was military rule in 
the south until the whites had become fully 
accustomed to the new order of things. The 
other was to give the freedmen political 
power through the ballot. He admits that 
negro suffrage has not secured the eman- 
cipated slaves in their rights, but he does not 
admit that it was the worst mistake that 
could have been committed under the cir- 
cumstances, He believes that if nothing 


| had been done the blacks would have been 


practically reénslaved, and that if military 
rule had been continued more or less perma- 
nent evils would have ensued. 

Without arguing over the past, let ue look 
to the present. Mr. Schurz says there will 
be a movement either in the direction of 
reducing the negroes to a permanent condi- 
tion of serfdom or in the direction of recog- 
nizing the negro as a citizen in the true 
sense of the term. One or the other, he says, 
will prevail. 

There is abundant evidence of a desire on 
the part of many southern men to put the 
negro “ alongside of the mule ” and to keep 
him there. The evidence is found in the 
repeated assertions that the negro will not 
work except under compulsion, and that he 
should not be educated, because education. 
will unfit him for work. On the other hand 
Mr. Schurz finds symptoms of moral forces 
| at work in the south which may be strong 
enough to curb the reactionary spirit. His 
hope lies in those forces. He has no faith 
in drastic legislative treatment, which may 
irritate rather than cure. 

There are, as Mr. Schurz says, enlight- 
ened and high minded men and women at 
the south who should get together and begin 
a systematic campaign of education for a 
solution of the negro problem in harmony 
with American free institutions. 
Schurz admits that the problem is one of 
those which defy complete solution, but he . 
believes, doubtless with truth, that it can: 
be made less troublesome if intelligent and 
conscientious southern people will attack it 
in the right spirit. The fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments will not be rescinded, 
and the reduction of the negro to a state of 
peonage will not be tolerated. Those are: 
vital facts which southern reactionaries 
should not be allowed to lose sight of by 
their better informed brethren.

BATTLE OF WATERLOO. 

On June 18, 1815, Napoleon and Welling~- 
ton faced each other on what is now known 
as the field of Waterloo. It has two eleva- 
tions, half a mile apart, with a depression 
between. The Freuch army occupied one 
elevation; the English the other. Napoleon 
had in all about 71,000 men and Wellington 
68,000. Twelve miles eastward were Bliicher 
and 80,000 Germans. Searching for him to 
keep him busy was Grouchy with 30,000 
French—Grouchy did not succeed in keep- 
ing Biticher busy. Blticher marched the 
twelve miles to Waterloo and joined in the 
fight with 60,000 of his men several hours 
before.it was over. That ‘he was seriously 
engaged is patent from the fact that he lost 
7,000 of his force at Waterloo as against 
Wellington’s loss of 15,000. 

_ Wellington was determined merely to hold 
his. ground until Bliicher came. This is an 
important point. Bliicher had promised 
Wellington to be on the field at 1 o’clock. If 
he had not given this promise Wellington 
would not have offered battle that day at 
Waterloo. Bliicher’s aid was merely part 
of the plan of battle agreed on by the two 
generals. If Bliticher, therefore, had not 
done his part—had not come up—he would | 
have been guilty of a military crime. His 
coming up was creditable. His absence 
would have been most discreditable. 

_ Aecordiug to Guizot, the French historian, 
Biticher arrived on the field at 8 o’clock. 
According to Creasy, the English writer, 
Blticher did not come up until5. The battle 
was not over until half past 8 at night, and 


_Biticher was actively engaged at lgast three 
and a half hours. According to Creasy, 
Bliicher brought with him, whenever he 
came, in the neighborhood of 63,000 men, 
-who*engaged in the battle as fast as they 
came on the field. So for the last three and 

a half hours of the battle, according to the 
Dnglish version, or for five and a half, ac- 
cording to the French, Wellington .was re- 
inforced by an army almost equal to his 
own original force in bumbers, and also 
almost equal to Napoleon’s entire force. 
Such an accession must indeed have helped 
Wellington—without it he might have failed. 

Even after Bliicher came the battle was 
for long doubtful. A great attack was 
planned by cavalry on the English center 
shortly after the arrival of the Prussians. 
Napoleon instructed Ney to prepare for a 
charge on the English center, but to await 
further orders before delivering it. Then 
the emperor himself moved over to his own 
right to direct the operations of his Young 
Guard, that had been detached from the 
reserve to keep the Prussians off the flank, 
As soon as the emperor’s eyes were off him, 
Ney in a fury of enthusiasm started the 
charge. The emperor, from auother part 
of the field, saw the action, and said, sadly, 
“Tt ts an hour too soon.” The charge was 
repulsed, but only after the severest fight- 
_ing. 

But even after the repulse the French 
fought on as before. Under Donzelot they 
took a strong sheltered position immediately 
in front of the British center. From that 
point they were gradually pressing the Brit- 
ish troops back. ‘The French success at 
this part of the line was pronounced at half 
past 7 at night. Says Creasy, the English 
historian: 

‘This part of the battle formed the most pertlous 
crisis for the allfed army, and if the Young Guard 
had been there to support Donzelot instead of 
being engaged with the Prussians the conse- 
quences to the allies in that part of the fleld must 
have been most serious. .

SAVE TRE TERUANTS.

More 
than $218 has thereby been saved to the

To 
live, then, is the one supreme prize, beyond 
all others. 

But life has a kaleidoscopic range of sig- 
nificance. To some it has a narrow mear 
ing, to others a large one. The life of the 
savage is dull and restricted as compared 
with the life of the civilized man, with its 
expanded and brightened aspects. Why dv 
men strive so strenuously after wealth? It 
is because it gives new value to life. it af- 
fords them a larger scope to test its possibil- 
ities and to get all the good there is in it. 

What a different meaning life o the 
man of education and taste from that it has 
to the ignorant! The latter, enslaved by the 
routine of daily toil and pinched by poverty, 
leads but a stolid existence, little above the 
brute. Rather does Burns express his view 
of existence:. 

O, life! thou art a galling load, 
' A long, @ rough, a weary road, 
To wretches such as I. 

But what exaltations of thought, what far | 
reaching visions of truth, what high trans- 
ports of soul are experienced by the persorforf 
education, culture, and refined taste! No 
wonder, then, that men prize life, and that 
they are ever seeking for a larger life. “More 
of it, a déeper draft of it, let us taste this cup 
to the full!”’ is the cry on their lips. 

To this universal human yearning Chris- 
tianity offers a unique response. To the cry 
of the soul for life & answers, “ Life!” St. |, 
John tells us: ‘‘In him was life, and that 
life was the light of men.”’ And this feature 
differentiates it from all other religions. 

Why did the Egyptians embalm their dead? 
In a vain attempt to defedt the inevitable 
corrosion of time. Yet what a mockery of 
existence these sepulchered, mummified 
forms! The pious Hindoo indulges as his 
highest future hope the absorption at death 
into the nirvana of an impersonal, dream- 
less sleep. and the noble spirits of the 
Greeks and Romans. wandering disembodied 
by the Styx, sighing for the earthly state 
they had lost, had but a fleeting shadow of 
life. 

How refreshing, then, like a renewing 
breath over the dry bones of the world of 
death, these great words of the Son of Man: 
* Il am come. that they might have life, and 
that they might have it more abundantly.” 
That is, religion is a message of life. This 
is its prime feature, its supreme purpose. 
It fulfils this mission in two ways: 

First, by awakening the spiritual life. The 
life of man is threefold—animal, intellec- 
tual, spiritual. The spiritualis that in which 
exists the divine image. It is far the noblest 
form of life. It is the life of fellowship with 
God, of discernment of the spiritual and 
eternal, of heavenly aims and aspirations. 
Yet this uppermost round of life is just that - 
into which men and women do not enter 
untll awakened and lifted up to it by re- 
ligion. And so marvelous is the change of 
experience it brings that it can only be de- 
noted by “a new birth,” a being “ born 
again,’’ an opening of the soul’é vision to 
a higher reaim of being. ; 

And the second way in which religion isa |. 
message of life is by its révelations of im- 
mortality. This “ new creature " is superior 
to death. The vital principle, inbreathed by 
the spirit of God, can never die. Through the 
shock of death it shall be preserved, and 
when time shall be no more. and when at the 
archangel's trump creation shall be un- 
created, undimmed will it shine on in the 
firmament of eternity. 

We see here, then, the great mistake of 
many conceptions about religion: Oneof th 
most current of these is that it fetters, nar- 
rows, circumscribes life. People shrink 
back from religion, fearing that it will large- 
ly make them part with life, take its vim, 
its range, its felicity from it; whereas pre- 
cisely the reverse is true. Christ proclaimed 
no fettered, gloomy, ascetic gospel. But his 
message was one of good tidings, of freedom, 
of uplifting. He not only called to life. but 
to larger life, to higher life, to more exalted 
raptures. Religion denies no rightful pleas- 
ure, it restricts no natural faculty. It does 
not preach abstinence, but temperance. It 
only adds to the animal and intellectual 
sense of being the spiritual, the crown and 
flower of life. 

A notable illustration of this Morley gives 
in his “ Life of Gladstone,” “ His religious 
faith inspired him to high thought and noble 
action and gave new strength and beauty to 
his fine nature. There was in the greatest 
English scientists of the last century some- 
thing lacking, that left them with a touch of 
meanness, narrowness, and hardness and 
kept them to a lower range of manhood than 
that of Gladstone.” 

Religion, then, is a message of life, and of 
larger life. Those who hold back from it are 
only debarring themselves from the noblest 
actions, the finest experiedices, and the rarest 
joys. At the death of such a person, no 
matter what may have been his wealth and 
mental culture, we may truly say: “ He has 
never lived; he has never beheld the true 
secret of life.” Religion but expands the 
nature of man, broadens the diameter, and 
enlarges the horizon of life. It quickens the 
spiritual, it gives true freedom, it fosters 
love and good will, it intensifies joy, and over 
the mound of death it rears the rainbow of 
an immortal hope. 

We only then sound the vast range of life 
and taste the rarest essence of being when 
we develop and give scope to our religious 
nature. This is that message of a larger, 
fuller, more blissful life which religion 
brings, and which Jesus voices in these preg- : 
nant words: “I am come that they might 
have life, and that they might have it more 
abundantly.”

Self-regulation means the tendency of livin 
organisms to counteract, by biological or structural 
changes, influences of a destructive or deleterious 
nature. Some of the regulative phenomena of tlfe 
human organism are well known and recognized 

ioe , as such by science. It is generally known, for in- 
, stance, that perspiration is a regulative phenome- 
bon the object of which is to preserve the normal temperature of the body.

BRISK TRADE FOR HOLIDAYS. 


| Many Good Transfers Recorded During 
the Week—Northwestern Railway 


Deal the Largest. 


Despite the dullness which occurs 
year during the holiday season there a 
Many good transfers recorded during the 
week, Real estate men are themselves count- 
ing up their Christmas expenditures and bal, 
ancing their books to see how they are going 
to stand at the beginning of the year. They 
therefore attribute the inactivity of the mar- 
ket to the tendency of their clients todo the 
same thing. 

The real estate transfers recorded in Cook 
county thus far in 1908 have an aggregate 
value of $121,344,144. The transfers for the 
same period last year stand at $124,886,442, 
showing a decrease in 1903 of $3,542,828. 

The largest transfer of the week was the 
announcement of the purchase by the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railway of the prop- 
erty on the east side of Franklin street, ex- 
tending from Jackson boulevard to Quincy 
street. The property is improved with an 
old six story brick building, and was ac- 
quired, it is believed, for the purpose of ac- 
commodating the offices of the railway. 


Northwestern Buys a Corner. 


It has now becdme known that the railway 
intends the construction of a fourteen story 
modern building on the property, in which 
all the offices of the company will be cen- 
tralized. Some months ago the property 
was bought by the Northern Trust company 
for $600,000 from Conrad and Dorothea 
Fuerst. At the time of this transfer it was 
thought that the property was bought for 
the use of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway, but the officials of that road de- 
nied this. _ 

The property has now gone on record, 
however, as tr rred from the Northern 
Trust company t@ the railway for a nominal 
consideration. The general offices, now situ- 
ated in the building owned by the road at 
Lake street and Fifth avenue, will be moved 
into the new building when built, as well 
as those offices which are situated in th 
depot building and in the old office buildi 
in Kinzie street. The Franklin street prop-

At the time ofthe sale to the Northern 
Trust company the rent from the building 
paid 4%-per cent on the investment, which 
percentage has increased since with the rise 
in values in the wholesale district. Allowing 
$100,000 as the value of the building, the 
value established by this sale is a trifle over 
$3,000 a front foot in Franklin street, or 
$28.60 °a square foot, the area of the prop- 
being 166x105. 

The building which the railroad will erect 
wil: be an tQnusual one for the district in 
which it will be. It is to be exceptionally 
substantial, of steel construction, and of 
granite exterior. Although it is to be but 
fourteen stories In height, the frame and 
foundations will made substantial 
enough to support eighteen stories. The in- 
terior will be fireproof and will be finished 
elaborately. The plans will be completed 
within a month, and as’soon as the present 
building can be removed the construction 
wii. commence. It is estimated that the 
cost of the structure will be as high as 
$1,200,000.

WHAT ARCHITECTS ARE DOING. 


Several Apartment Buildings to Go Up 
on the South Side—Plans Are 
3 Being Drawn. 


Prospective builders will be interested fn 
knowing that on the basis of contracts which 
have been signed recently the cost of building 
has declined about 15 per cent as compared 
with the prices prevalent last spring. The 
statement was made a few days ago that 
Architects Holabird & Roche have let the 
contract to the Wells Bros. company for the 
construction of Gen. Henry 8. Strong’s build- 
ing at the southwest corner of State and 
| Adams streets at 22 per cent less than the 

same structure would have cost last spirng. 

On investigation, however, it can be stated 
authoritatively that the decrease in the cost 
is only about 15 per cent. The most signifi- 
cant decrease is in the cost of steel, which Is 
now selling lower than at any time within 
five years. In pretty nearly everything that 
enters into the construction of buildings there 
has been a shading in prices. The union 
schedule for labor is maintained at the same 
figure, but the work*is so handled that the 
best results possible are obtained from the 
workmen. 

Great interest in the subject has been mani- 
fested by owners and architects who were 
made familiar with the matter during the 
week, and they look upon it as an indication 
that there will be marked improvement in 
building during the next year or two. 

In regard to the alleged high cost of labor, 
experienced men say that it is no higher’now, 
taking improved machinery into considera- 
tion and the rapidity with which operations 
are carried on, than it was fifteen years ago. 
In the Tacoma building the steel was set at 
the rate of one story a week. With the im- 
proved appliances in the construction of 
buildings at the present time, say, for exam- 
ple, the McNeill building in Jackson boule- 
vard, four stories of steel are set in a week. 
When the Tacoma building was erected men 
were paid 25 to 27 cents an hour, and today 
“they are paid 55 cents an hour, so that it is 
practically on the same, or a better, basis 
than it was at that time.

This is more than mere compliment, and 
eoperis a line of thought on existing condi- 
tions that leads to the inevitable conclusion 
that men recognize the value and import- 
ance of this work. As the home and its de- 
velopment is considered ly the wom- 
ati’s work, we are led to prepare a series of 
articles showing the part of men in this de- 
velopment, What they have done, what they. 
are doing, what they can do. We do not in- 
¢6na@ for one moment to show that men 
should carry the burden of household man- 
@gement—they emphatically should not. 
Bread winning is enough to ask of them. 
But we do wish to point out the way in which 
mankind at large can aid their gentler 
halves in attaining the high desideratum of 
the greatest amount of comfort for the least 
amount of money. Such a task as this is not 
to be accomplished in one writing, and so 
We respectfully ask the consideration of 
men whenever the above title appears at the 
head of this department. 
‘The first thing to be fully recognized is 
the fact that the value of knowing how to 


use wealth to its highest purpose is of as, 


great economic value as the ability to ac- 
sumulate wealth. Probably no one realizes 
this as much as the overburdened man who 
finds his expenses increase in larger ratio 
than his earnings. The developmént of this 

truth will be taken up under various head- 
ings, and we invite all suggestions and con- 
tributions that men may be moved to make 
upon this subject. 


When one of the officers of the Schoolof © 


Domestic Arts and Science was speaking of 
this work before a large woman's club in 
the city, she referred to the fact that men 
read this department in Tum TRIBUNE 80 
generally, and perhaps even more than 
women.

‘auction he states that the work at Yale | 


is being carried on by volunteers from the 
ranks of scientists and the United States 
army, and means untold labor and much 
self-sacrifice. 

In this introduction he states that the 
clippings from the newspapers show & com- 
plete misunderstanding of the work.

In this! campaign we need your assistance 
to thake the codperation between the army 
and sGfencé easy and effective. They are 
too) busy working for you and your best in- 
terest-to stop to argue to correct your mis- 
understanding, but the cause will feel the 


‘benefit of your assistance.” 


. These words of Mr. Fletcher are applica- 
ble to our whole cause, and it is with pleas- 
ure that the School of Domestic Arts. and 
Science quotes them in Tu» TRIB- 
ung, for it is, as far as we know, the first 
large newspaper to regularly give space to 
the serious setting forth of the alms, work, 
and hopes of the workers for the American 
home. We feel that an enormous stride for- 
Ward has been taken when a daily paper 
Jends its pulpit to this doctrine, and are glad 
to call attention of the volunteer workers at 
Yale to the volunteer work that Is being 
done here to arouse the public mind.

MAN went the rounds of the city the other 
day trying to find a woman who wasn’t busy. 
He gave it up as an impossible job. Three- 
fourths of the women were rushed to death 
and the other fourth was down sick from over- 
work. . 

The industry of the busy is. proverbial, 
but not more so than the industry of the busy 


’ woman. A man’s work may be from sun to sun, but a wom- 


an’s work is never done. 

Yet, in the busy hive of women workers,/ there must be 
some that are busier than others. And among the busiest ones 
can be counted the women who “ work,” who are actually 
employed. And in this number can be mentioned the women 
lawyers, doctors, the women school teachers, stenographers, 
and clerks, the women who work at indoor pursuits and the 
large number of wage and salary earners everywhere. All 
these’ require a special physical culture treatment. 

A correspondent wrote a little while ago to know what 
could be done to tmprove the physical condition of the woman 
who works. “I am a school teacher,” she said, ‘and in 
spite of attempts at hygiene I breathe bad air all day. At 
night I am so exhausted that I come home giad to sink down 
on the couch. I am too tired to eat, and often my dinner 
goes untasted. 

“Even when I do eat,’’ continued she, “‘ my food does not 
agree with me, and I suffer from what is called nervous 
indigestion. Exercise only makes it worse, and I get thinner 
and thinner, and nitore and more nervous.”’ 

It is not difficult to imagine that this plaint is one of many. 
How a schoo! teacher or a woman lecturer of any description 
can use her lungs all day in a room which is filled with pupils, 
all breathing the same air over and over again, is a miracle. 
The problem of supplying the lungs of the teacher with per- 


_fectly fresh, pure, warm air has never been solved, and the 


poor teacher must either breathe poor air or open the window 
and catch cold. x 


Getting Fresh Air. 

Of course, there is such a thing as ventilation. But this 
is imperfectly arranged, as every teacher knows and as every 
wonran who is employed in an office, where there are others, 
knows. The air grows heavy and the head grows dull, and 
the heart and stomach grow'sick. It is the old, old story of 
the woman who works. She is tired to death before the day 
ends and goes to bed too tired_to sleep. She does not get 
rested until spring, when she breaks down with nervous pros- 
tration, and so secures a little respite. 

It ig not to be expected that the woman who works in an 
Office can wholly change matters. She cannot reconstruct 
the office nor can she so order matters as to make herself 
She must take things:as she finds them 


Physical culture is that sort of training by which the ill 
effecta of a bad method of living are overcome. The woman 
who knows anything at all about physical culture will not 


~ get as tired as the woman who is ignorant of the art. While 


one grows fagged and pale the other keeps her polor and 
preserves her strength. 

It ig all a matter of physical culture, this preservation 
of your health and this retaining of your color. ‘One woman 
grows white and wrinkled and ragged, while the other stays 
plump, and red, and pretty. Both breathe the same air, both 
eat the-satme food, but one thrives while the other pales. 

‘The firet requisite for the preservation of health is the 
proper amount of exercise. But this should not be taken as 
exercise pure and simple. It should te a modified sort of 
exercise, a sort which rests and does not tire. 


The woman who goes home at 5 o'clock at night, tired in- 


every limb and so weary of bone and brain that she cannot 
think, is in no condition to perform health exercises.
